AVERAGE RATES OF PURCHASE SINCE 1885. 

In the cases in which advances have been provisionally sanctioned under the Land Purchase Acts, 1885 
to 1896, the average prices for all Ireland, calculated upon the gross rents, were in 1886, 18‘0 times the 
rent ; in 1887, 17-6; in 1888, 1 7*0 ; in 1889, 16*4 j in 1890, 16-7 ; in 1891, 17‘0 ; during the period from 
22nd August, 1891, to 31st March, 1893, 16'8 ; during the year ended 31st March, 1894, 17T ; 31st March, 
1895, 16'9 ; 31st March, 1896, 16-7 ; 31st March, 1897, 16'5 ; 31st March, 1898, 17*5 ; 31st March, 1899, 
17-7; 31st March, 1900, 17-9; 31st March, 1901, 17-8; 31st March, 1902,18-0; and during the nine 
months ended 31st December, 1902, 18-1.

the years ended 31st March, 1894, from 25-1 to 12-5 ; 31st March, 1895, from 21-2 to 6'6 ; 31st March, 
189C from 20 - 5 to 1 1 *3 ; 31st March, 1897, from 21*2 to 12*4 ; 31st March, 1898, from 20‘3 to 11*6; 31st 
March, 1899, from 19'8 to 15-1 ; 31st March, 1900, from 20 - 5 to 15‘7 ; 31st March, 1901, from 20-5 to 15'1 ; 
31st March, 1902, from 20*7 to 15 '3 ; and during the nine months ended 31st December, 1902, from 22*1 
to 16'1. 

The Returns published in the Appendix to the Annual Report of the Land Commissioners do not 
distinguish between the average number of years’ purchase on judicial or noa-judicial rents. Many holdings 
have been sold that are not subject to judicial rents, and the averages shown in the above calculations are 
based on all the rents taken together without reference to their nature. 

In giving these averages, attention is called to the following passage in the Report of the Irish Land 
Commission to 31st March, 1893, page 14, where the Commissioners, when giving figures of a like nature, 
considered it desirable, in order that misapprehension might be avoided, to again call attention to the following 
statement made in the Report for the year ending 22nd August, 1889 : — 

“ These figures cannot, however, be ' regarded as indicating the selling value of land in any particular 
county or district, nor are they capable of general application. The rents upon which the prices were 
fixed had no uniform basis. They comprise rents payable under fee-farm grants, leases for long terms or 
under yearly lettings, manifestly below the present letting valne, and judicial rents, and on the other 
hand rents much in excess of the present letting value, which had not been revised under the Acts of 
1881 or 1887, and rents of holdings not above the standard of cottier allotments. When, upon an 
analysis of this cases in which agreements have been lodged, it is found that prices have ranged from 45-7 
times the rent to 6'2, some estimate may be formed of the variable character of the interests dealt with, 
and the inequalities which are to be found in every county, and upon almost every estate.”
